ter R. B. Bennett’s general at- 
titude in discussions with 
members of the British cabi- 
net on the international situ- 
ation. 

Fresh interest in this aspect, of 
the extent to which the Dominions 
are ready to support Great Britain 
in her efforts to keep the peace in 
Europe, was aroused today by the 
remark of Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
former foreign secretary, in the 
house of commons last night. 

He said if Germany refused to 
return to the family of nations 
and sought to impose her will, 
“she will find this country in her 
Path and with this country that 
great free commonwealth which 
centres around it, and she will 
have met a force that once again 
will be her master. 

Prime Minister Bennett himself 
has made no public statement on 
the matter since the empire pre- 
miers met members of the cabinet 
and were informed of British for- 
eign policy. 

Since the treaty of Versailles and 
consequent creation cf the League 
of Nations, the traditional policy of 
successive Canadian governments 
has been not to accept obligations 
additiona) to those assumed by all 
adhering to the league covenant. 
Prime Minister Bennett, it is un- 
derstood, is following the same 
Policy.

To stall any further appeals of a like charac- 
ter from this or other cities, Sir George came 
out with a declaration at Ottawa to the effect 
that it is “beyond the power of the people of 
Canada” to finance work programs for the 
unemployed. 

The relief men went on strike and are 
picketing to prevent any of their number 
working, while the police stand by to see that 
anybody who wants to work shall be allowed 
to do so. /

surdities, Attorney-General Lymburn writes 
the Mayor to say if the provincial soup kitchen 
is wrecked in a riot the eity will have to, pay.

The Passing Show

Take a note of today’s date. It may aitain 
a place in the history of the Pacific Ocean and 
of western civilization. It is the day on which 
Uncle Sam's Armada of 235 ships of war teave 
San Pedro, of which 156 will take part in secret 
manoeuvres in the Pacific. 

The Japanese people for 
years have been quietly pre- 
paring for war with United 
States in 1935. They are ina 
state of suppressed excite- 
ment. Their pride wounded 
by American interference 
after Japan’s victory over 
China, again after Japan's 
victory over Russia and many 
times since over American 
intervention in eastern af- 
fairs, they regard the corhing

U.S, naval manoeuvres, which will extend from 


Hawaii to the Phillipines, as a threat anda 
humiliation. 

In recognition of Japanese sensitiveness it 
has been decided that an American squadron 
will pay a friendly visit to Yokohama. You've 
seen attempts at friendly overtures between 
people who are suspect to each other, before, 
haven't you. This might very easily end in the 
same way. 

With one U.S. Senator roundly declaring that 
the Japanese had a hand in bringing about the 
wreck of the U.S. dirigible Macon—which was 
to have taken part in the present manoeuvres 
—and a fire-breathing U.S. general begging a 
Senate Committee to supply funds to build an 


aerial fleet “to blow Japan off the map,” the 


“friendly visit” may be open to misconception. 

They assassinate statesmen in Japan who 
don’t show sufficient war spirit. The Japanese 
newspaper man who undertook to act as man- 
ager for “Babe” Ruth’s tour of Japan was 
assassinated for “disloyalty.” They inculcate 
the teaching in the young samurai that it is 
glorious to carry live bombs onto entangle- 
ments, drive the new man-driven torpedoes 
{hat chase their quarry to the death, or perish 
in a daring aerial bombing. The sinking of an 
American battleship in a Spanish harbor pre- 
cipitated the Spanish-American war. May 3, 
1935, may become a significant date in Pacific 
history. 

%* *% 

What a difference three-quarters of a cen- 
tury have made to Japan. She has become rich 
and unhappy. She has left the realm of fairy- 
land, of cherry-blossoms and knightly samurai 
to make shirts, rubber boots, pills, lamp globes, 
bicycles and beer at prices to undercut the 
world. 

This is what a famous British diplomat and 
former Governor-General of Canada—Lord 
Elgin—wrote of the Japanese people in 1858: 

“A land with a perfectly paternal Gov- 
ernment, perfectly filial people,,a commun- 
ity entirely self-supporting; peace within 
and without; no want; no ul-will between 
classes. That is what I find in Japan in the 
year 1858 after two hundred years of ex- 
clusion of foreign trade and foreigners. 

“Twenty years hence, whut will be the 
contrast?” 

It's as well that Lord Elgin isn’t here today 
to gaze on the spectacle of modern Japan and 
ruminate on the mess foreign trade and 
civilization has made of her. 

Re as . 

Who responsible for the present-day 
menace of Japan to the peace and happiness of 
the world? 

In the first place the United States. She sent 
Admiral Perry and a fleet of ships to force 
Japan to open her ports to trade with the out- 
side nations. It may be more correct to say 
the banking and trading interests which urged 
the U.S. government to take action are primar- 
ily responsible 

For Japan's great leap in industrial com- 
petition—selling Japanese cottons in Lancashire 
and Japanese beer in Germany—it is the inter- 
national capitalist, chiefly the British capitalist, 
who is responsible. A poor man may not sell 
his hands to a foreign nation fighting against 
his own without being branded as a traitor and 
risking death if captured. But a capitalist can 
sell his money to a rival nation for an extra 
one per cent and still be regarded as an honor- 
able and upright citizen. 

It was Englisk. capita] that built up the cot- 
ton factories of Japan. English machines were 
sent out to Japan; English experts went to 
Japan to teach the low-paid Japanese how to 
operate them; English middlemen taught the 
Japanese how to market their cottons. A 
higher rate of interest was to be obtained by 
investing money in this fashion in Japan than 
in England—and money knows no patriotism. 

The Japanese took the opportunity of the 
war years to buy out the English capitalist. 
From a debtor nation owing in 1914 one and a 
half theusand million yen (a yen is about 50 
cents) the Japanese by 1918 had become a 
creditor nation. 

In spite of that lesson, English capital began 
to flow back again into Japan. According to 
the Lenden Daily Express, about $195,500,000 
of British capital was invested in Japan be- 
tween 1923 and 1933. The Japanese cotton in- 
dustry is largely financed by the Yokohama 
Specie Bank. The Yokohama Specie Bank in 
turn is operating on a $62,500,000 loan made 
to it in 1930 with the aid of the Westminster 
Bank, and the Hong Kong and Shanghai bank. 

Tradesmen and workers 
perhaps cotton manufacturers too—are lending 
their money to banks which is turn lend to 
their Japanese competitors. Japanese spinners 
and weavers at little more than a penny an 
hour are being financed by English capital to 
compete against Lancashire workers at a shill- 
ing an hour. 

If the power of issuing money had not been 
given to the private profiteers but had been 
vested in the government to be used for 
national purposes, United States and Japan 
would not today be glaring at each other across 
the Pacific, and getting fleets ready for man- 
oeuvres. Workmen in the western countries 
would not be menaced by the competition of 
goods made by low-priced Japanese laborers, 

Money that knows no country and observes 
no patriotism, is a breeder of mischief in the 
world.

SATURDAY — Breakfast: -French omelet;

Lunch: Oranges as desired. Dinner: Vegetable 
soup; Summer squash; Buttered carrots; Crisp 
celery; Cottage cheese and pear salad; No 
dessert. 

*PINEAPPLE AND LIME JELLY: 1 package 
lime flavored gelatin dessert; 2 cups warm or 
boiling water; 24% cups pineapple tidbits.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTICN—Miss Barbara B. asks: “I have 


been troubled with itchy patches that break 


out on the inside of my arms, on both sides of 
my neck and sometimes they shcw on the backs 
of my legs. First they begin with redness of the 
skin, then they ooze a clear fluid and finally 
dry up. What kind of skin trouble do you think 
I have?” 

ANSWER—Of course, without seeing the 
affected areas it is hard for me to judge what 
kind of skin irritation has developed. However, 
judging solely from your description, it sounds 
as though you have eczema. It might be helpful 
to you to write for my new article on Eczema, 
Enclose one large, self-addressed, stamped en- 
velope, repeating your question. In the mean- 
time, if you find soap and water causes addi- 
tional irritation, try cleansing the parts with 
pure olive oil and clean absorbent cotton. Watch

QUESTION—Mrs. S. A. R. wants to know: 
“Just how many meals a day should a healthy 
person eat? One of my friends never eats 
breakfast and states that she is benefited there- 
by; however, I note that I always feel my best 
if I use three regular meals a day.” 

ANSWER—Just how often one should eat 
depends to a great extent on the individual in 
question. It is a fact that the average person 
eats more in a day than his system requires. 
It is also a fact that sufficient nourishment may 
be obtained by using only two meals a day. If 
three meals are taken, it is better to make one 
of them a fairly light meal. For example, most 
people feel better if they use only a Jight lunch. 
As a general rule, the patient with a strong 
digestion wil] get along all right on two meals 
a day; however, the underweight patient or the 
patient with a tendency to stomach trouble may 
find that he feels best when using three meals 
a day, taking these at regular intervals. I advise 
that you use your meals far enough apart so 
that one is well out of the stomach before 
another is eaten and | therefore believe the 
best plan is to allow from five to six hours to 
pass between meals.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1874 the first 
pupils were registered at the 
School of Agriculture and Experi- 
mental Farm at Guelph, which 
in 1880 had its name changed to 
the Ontario Agricultural College. 

The father of the institution was 
John Carling, who, when commis- 
sioner of agriculture in the Sand- 
field-Macdonald government, had 
urged the need for such a school. 
The college might have been lo- 
cated at Mimico; indeed a site 
there was actually bought but 
abandoned in favor of Guelph, 
where Moreton Lodge Farm was 
bought from F. W. Stone. Among 
the reasons assigned for the 
change was that Wellington coun- 
ty was a centre of livestock pro- 
duction and because of “the 
strong moral and religious tend- 
encies of the people” of Guelph 
(which can be taken, if you like, 
as a certain reflection upon “Tor- 
onto the Good"). 

Thirty-one students enrolled 
“to engage on an average, seven 
he rs daily in the work of the 
farm, farmyard and garden, in re- 
turn for which they will receive 
instruction, board, washing and 
lodging,” and if they passed their

examinations, $50 in money, 
which was quite a lot of money 
in those days. The school had its 
troubles, its changes of principals, 
a strike of students, and other 
collegiate maladies, but perhaps 
students of today will be interest- 
ed to be told ‘the use of tobacco 
was not permitted, except in the 
smoking room,” and cards were 
prohibited altogether. 

The alumni of O. A. C. include 
a remarkable number of men who 
developed into political ieaders. 
I know of three who became prc- 
vincial premiers—E. C. Drury and 
George S. Henry of Ontario, and 

_John Bracken of Manitoba. Hon. 
W. R. Motherwell, who was min- 
ister of agriculture in the Mac- 
kenzie King cabinets, was a gred- 
uate of O, A. C.; so were Nelson 
Monteith, Manning Doherty, and 
H. C. Nixon, now provincial sec- 
retary of Ontario, and Mitchell 
Hepburn’s right hand ran. Others 
have taken the fame of the O. A. 
C. all over the world in various 
positions; and not a few of them 
lie buried in France, where they 
gave their lives for Canada and 
the flag which daily flies at the 
O. A. C. °

Coal Waiting For Use 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 


In the Rocky Mountain areas of the Canadian coal fields in 
British Columbia and Alberta there are upwards of forty biilion 
tons of ascertained coal in place. 


In the Peace River area, prospecting has ascertained the pre- 
sence of at least another ten billion tons. In the Ground Hog 
area in British Columbia sufficient examination has not been 
done to warrant a final estimate of quantity in place; but. it is 
known to amount to billions of tons. 


None of this coal is brought to tidewater for sale on a com- 
mercial basis. In proportion to quantity of coal in place the 
machines used for taking out coal are smaller than coffee spoons. 


The world market will absorb coal at tidewater at a com- 
petitive price. Industrial plants at seaports would increase their 
use of coal by hundreds of per cent, once it is possible to select 
the grade of coal best suited to the particular industry and buy 
it on a basis of world market prices. 


The permanent surfacing of roads by the use of slack coal and 
the solids remaining after the extractoin of coal tar offers a prom- 
ising field for engineering research. Using a percentage of coal 
tar as a binder, coal mine products not saleable as fuel could be 
used as road surfacing material efficiently .and at a cost per mile 
much less than any other effective material. 


Coasting vessels—other than fast passenger vessels—would 
revert to coal once it could be obtained at world market prices 
and of satisfactory grades. 


In every great trading nation in the western world there is a 
use of coal as the most effective ally of industry. With our enor- 
mous known coal areas we are trying in Canada to carry on 
trade by selling natural products abroad at world market prices, 
while enforcing a much higher scale of prices on our own people. 
This is why in seventy-five years we have failed to gain an in- 
crease of population. We have created, and are creating, our 
own destructive loads.

OTTAWA, May 3—Reorganiza- 
on a scientific and economic basis 
was urged Thursday by Miss Char- 
lotte Whitton, executive director of 
the Canadian Council on Child and 
Family Welfare in presenting her 
report a. the annual meeting of 
the council here. 

Miss Whitton questioned the use- 
fulness of much of the present ex- 
penditure on social aid, not from 
the point of view of necessity, but 
from the point of view of method. 

She believed social services were 
badly organized, cumbersome and 
poorly planned. If they were not 
put on a sound basis their mount- 
ing costs might bring about a re- 
action which would sweep many of 
them out of existen e. Administra- 
tion of these services had “suffer- 
ed from expenditure of too much 
money and too little thought.”
